EARLY TIMES IN KENTUCKY. 
■> of Stephen Statsler, K*q . of Ohio County, 
Ay — Interesting Particulars.

He wee a man of tn 0 3t extra- 
nrdioary c?P8iitu-ioP, and tbe writer rf thla rem m- ' 
bers distinctlv to have seen biro in tbe harvest fi-ld 
oa the 4 h of July pr e ?Lui to his d««tb, h«ndli-w 
a set the with th« alsr nessof a Toang mm Ha • 
wa, from Pennsylvania and cf G-rmai parentage ' 
Ills original name wsg Stradler wbicb, for tho flake 
of eupheny, wa* cbiDged to StateUr. 

The following account of bi-eirly trials led trib- ; 
ula:ijaawili, no dcubt, M read with great interest ' 
by those perons who wtre acqu-iaied wi;h Mr, ' 
Slateler or with other perrons v-bo^e csmes are 
mentioned is the carraliv,: 

In "CMlits' History of Keclncky" there is mer- ! 
tion mid? of ssveral irciden's, concerniDg which I j 
have of:en beard this old geotl«man rpesk, atd ' 
frcm wbttu, no djubt, that irjteresticg intormation 
was rb aioed. 

Some years before his death, be gave an account 
of his adventures to a friend, who wrote them out 
for publication. His statement, for the truth of 
whioh it is scarcely necessary to vouch, is as fol- 
lows: 

MR. ST.VTELEa'fl ACCOCfTi 

In tbo winter of 17S9, a gentleman by the name 
of Kendall, who lived in Virginia, had contracted 
with a man to fumlah him with part of a boat load 
of buffalo meat, and Kendall wits to bring barrels 
and salt in the boat down the Kanawha river and 
take in the meat at tbe mouth of the rirer. I was 
it the point from whtch the bont wn» to start, and, 
desiring to go down to the mouth t f the river, went 
on board the boat and came down, intending at the 
lime to como only to the mouiL; and, tl the baffal* 
meat had been furnished according to contract, I 
>houl(l not have guno any farther; but, as the meat 
was not forthcoming, Mr. Kendall wes driven to 
the necessity of proceeding down tbe rirer with 
what load he had, and hired several persons, among 
others, myself, to accompany him, and kill game 
enough, as w». journeyed along, to complete bis 
load. As we were floating down, wo discovered 
buffalo sighs, nnd several oftis left tbe boat in a 
arge />, /v.ync to hunt on shore. We met with but 
ittle success, however, and reached Mr. Kendall In 
fewdjys at Louisville. It was thought by some 
that buffalo could be killed below Louisville, and 
Mr. K. accordingly concluded to pursue bis jour- 
ney and complete bis load with buffalo meat and 
kins below the falls, if possible; so we launched 
out on the broad bosom uf the Ohio on our way to 
New Orleans. 

Oa the l7ib Match, 1700, Levi Wbitsell. Ssm'l 
Dms, a-d mvself left tbe b.->at a short diatarce 
briow "R d Mirth" — whtra the ci:y of n*rderson 
□ow stands — atd weDt on shore t n the Indiana aide, 
for tbe purpo e of killing bear and boftVo, exptc'- 
'"g tbe boat to await oar f .turn. W 0 atirted into 
he forest, which bed ecarcely over before been 
rodd«n by a while man, bat we bad nit proceeded 
ar when we di.*cov*red "bUz'p," which Wbitsell 
said were Indian eigne, and insisted on oar retarn- 
g to tbe boat. We ibj*ctrd aod Whit»el1 left os. 
Davis acd I in a short time found bcffalo, abd 
wounded a fine bu'l, and in perming it were led 
several miles from the river. W*» wers vrry suc- 
ces'ful in our buzt and did not reluf 3 to the river 
uoiil the eveniDg of the third day. Imagise our 
horror when we dLovered that the beat tad left 

I afterwards learitd that Wbitsell had returred 

to tbe boat the same evening and rennrted that we 
bad been killed by the [adiattft Mr. feeds]] waited 
for us nttil the rext morning, and, as wa did tot 
return, behaved us di-ad, and prtc«ded on tbe 
journey. 

We dstermined to nuke a raft cf 1 jgs acd follow 
the baat as far as Diamond Idand, bopisg to cx'ch 
up with thf m at that noiat. We commerced early 
the rext morning, and, conatrnclicg a raft, p aced 
our guaa neon it and laureled cu*. on cur frail and 
unsteady fliat into tbe stream, which, at this time, 
was very bigb and turbulent. A few reds below 
us was a lanre sawyer, ssat iog to atd fro, and 
rising cpa'fi down id tbo firer. We disens-ed tbe 
erobabiM y of coming in Cattact *ith tbii formlda 
ble enemy before we shoved odt t and thought we 
could avo'd it, scd u>ed our u'most endeavors to 
ioso But if we bad pulled dir-cllv for it with all 
ur might, we ceuld not havo struck it more direct- 
lv, or with BtOre dtsastroui conscqu-nces than we 
did do. The force nf the current carried us to it, 
ia t-pite of all car efl'-rts to tbe contrary. 

A3 ^rou a ; we struck tbe sawyer, seizing my gao 
I leaped from tbe rafl upon it, in order to avoid fall- 
ing into the river. The raft ll a ed aroucd acd 
m >v*d (Sown the river. I called to Divii toland and 
be'p me eff, bat i . was impossible for him to do so, 
atd ha replied that be "c <u!d not to save both our 
lives." In a few m meots li^raft swept routdtbe 
berd of the river. I wa cbed him wi'.h a beating 
heart. Hi waved his hat to me as be passed oot of 
aigbt, snd I never saw him again. 

My condition, then, was tcdeed fearful. There 
was nobnmai bati'ati n that I knew of within an 
bundnd ni lssof ma, and I bad no bope3 of assist- 
»nce from any one. Thinking, nosaibly, some ooe 
m^ght be within bearing, I erdeavcred lo l1"e off 
my gar, bu' tbe powder was wet did It Would not 
tiika fira. My ccxteffjrt, of course, was to reach tbe 
bore, aod at the rami time to si cure mv gun. I was 
some five Of tlx rods frra tbe bank. bu*. I was afraid 
1 cnnld cot reach it with my gun ii my hand, to I 
twis'ed some twiga and brancbes of tbe tree*, wltbio 
my teic\ through tbe guard of th* gui a^d aroucd 
'he email uf tte st-ck, and having secured it io tbe 
best m enter that I coa!d, I p'u^ged into the river 
ar.d swam to the shore. Af er reachirg the shore 
my next ol ject was to get posses oa of my gnn 
To do tbi* I in ad i a raft if such logs as I could get 
together ia ibe river, lashing tbem together by 
^rape-vinef; I then cut me a lorrg vine, and tyicg 

0 e eod of it to tbe efaore aod tbe otbtr to the raft, 

1 shoved out into the river, boldine; on to tbe vise, 
tninking that tbe current would drift me down to 
the cawyer, and having recovered my gun, I could 
poll back to the shore by tbe vine, but onfertu- 
nately the vine was not qui'e Icrg enough fcr tbe 
ra't to strike tbe sawyer. I reached forward and 
ought *.ho braccbea and pullrd to order to reach 
my gur, which was within a few fe«t cf my bard, 
bat the c -Trent was ea strong 'bat it turk my rift, 
so that I was compelled to let go. Holding on to tbe 
vice, the current of the river swung'myeelf and tbe 
raf; slowly to tbe shore I cju!d get ro mora vires 
to lengthen the cce that I already bad, so I tried 
'he second lime to reach my gun io tbe same way, 
hot with tbe same snccess. A tti-d atd a fcur h 
tima il I I il .at r;und with t^ie hops of reaching it, 
but I was e^ch tim* djeappoicted; % \\\\ g ua wt9 
swinging by the twigs. 

By thia lime it was growing dark, atd I deter- 
tnin il lo samp for the ti^ht acd recew my tlTirta 

he nxrting to obtain posses-ion of my gur, frr it 
te?med to me that my *'etay In life" defended upon 

ha ricjv*ry of tbi* faithful comoatiior, that bung 
so taoializirqly b fore my eyes, and jet not withio 
mv reach 

I struck fire snd Btdl mv c:mp betwesn two 
recks, acd here I sreot the night, a very small po;- 
'ioa of it, boitever, ia sleep. Pjrtrg a portion of 
'be nieht I was engagfd in drying my powder. 
This I did by holding tbe to n tu tbe tire until it 
bfCMM w..rin, and th*n -hikirj-? tbe powder aboot 
nntil it became cool, acd I rcn'inu->d this process 
li : il my powder was dry. I ibe.i laid d ;wn to res', 
out my sleep was disturbed by desperate vidooary 
ittempta to get my gun. Om, indeed, 1 succeed- 
ed in reaching it, acd my joy was so great that 1 
was awakened to a s»n»e of my true eltua'ioo, aod 
bsbeld by the ranonlight my gun still banging b 
t s e branches of tbe trses on tha sawyer. Slowlv 
ardbeavily passed the wcafv boors of that night 
ifter tbe moon bi (1 sunk at d I could ro longer see 
my gnn. Morciug came at last, and as daylight 
was stealing through the tries acd clearing tha mist 
from the river, I was revolving in my mied tbe 
different plane which bad suggest'd themselves 
during tbe eight fjr the recoviry of my gu:; but 
wnen it was light enough for me to see the sawyer, 
I a'moit a- nk to tbe ground when the appalling 
truth flished across my mied that tbe twiga and 
bracches with wbich I had titd my gun tad re 
letstd their hold, and it h«d fallea off tbe sawyer 
and sunk to the luttotn of t h<s river- 

My situation now was nisurn'u'ly interesting; I 
wasalore, in that trackless fcrest, two bnndred 
m lee from any human habitation that I knew cf, 
with co weapon except my huoiing-knife, no c'o'.te 

0 hr r than tho-o I had on, no s-lankat to saver me 
aod wor e than all tbe*e, my iun was gone. I en- 
deavored to aeoertatti the t^epth of the river, tbiok- 
iog I might p)sribly dive d.^wn and rrcovcr it, but 
judging from the steepness of the bank, the locali- 
ty, &c, I oDclud.d that such aa oiT.»rt would b* 
fo'.ly 

I left that p'ace with a sad heart, acd tnrccd 
my step3 towards tbe spot where Davis aod I bad 
constructed our rafl, for decide* baing iu the desti- 
tute condition mentioned above, I bad no provis- 
ions acd co salt, acd I was getting hungry and I 
remembered that we h.*d left ao*«i9 rcttr or five veni 
son bams at tbe pla'ca Where tbe boat bad left u«, 
*nd I returned th*re iute'dtrg to furnish mvse'.f 
with four or five dav's prov'eion*; but "misfortunes 
□ever come eirg'y," a maxim, tbe truth of wbich 
was verified i<i this icstacce, for w ten I arrived 
there, I routd that the buzzards a'd wolves bad 
■t0 ahead of me, aad bad cot lefswrne a eicgle 
nouthfu'l. 

It was necessary now for me to commence trav- 
eling. I had h*»ard that there was a station on 
Ureen river called Vienna (now called Calhoun,) 
some- fifteen or twenty miles frcm the Yotlow Bank* 
(Owenbboro,) and that thero waa a trace leading 
from ooe place to tho other. I determined to mak 
■* way up tbe river to tbe Yellow Banks and 
thence out to Vienna. I walked steadily all that 
day and must have traveled forty miles. I stopped 
to camp out for tho night. I was very hungry and 
bad nothing to eat; nor had I eaten anything for 
jiore than two days. Although hundreds of deer, 
wild turkey, squirrels, rabbits, Ac , bad attracted 
my attention during tbe day, yet I bad no way of 
killing any of them. At night, however, when I 
stopped, I was fortunate enough to kill a skunk, or 
polecat, as I always call it, with a stone. I skinned 
and dressed it as nicely as I could, and cooked 
over the coals. I made my supper that night off of 
the polecat, hut I assure you I have never since 
that time had tbe slightest desire to renew tbe ac- 
quaintanoewhich my blomach then formed with that 
animal. 

Oa the GveciDg of the third dav, I arrived at a 
p.-iat a littla above the mouth of Greco river, and 
•uide a raft fjr the purpose of crowing over 'o the 
Kentucky s:dc. At this time, no laod could be 
seen near tro month ot the river, but, by the most 
leeperate exertions, I SJeceeded it eet'iag my raft 
aefofj tbe OjIo, at,d out into the timber oz the Ken- 
tucky side, Kbtnrt the m-ju'tf* cf Gre^n river. I 
wo'ked my way on the raft fur several miles 
through tbe timber until I reached tbe lxrd, acd 
then gladly left my raft. A greater portion of 
the coantrv between the Yellow Banks ar.d the 
m:otb ot Green Utver is low, and most of it was 
at that time covered with water. Very frequently 

1 came to ravines which it was cec?sesry for me to 
aw.'in, but I could tell the ahallowo^t pUces by tte 
tops of tte cina bushes, p-ej<<*'tngabo\e the water 
[ reached the Yellow i- •■ • in safety and spent a 
day dryicg my c'otbee and wa'cbijgfcra boat. 
During the day two boats passed down. I endeav- 
ored by every mainer of m»*os io mv power to get 
the boats to tte e tne aboard, but at that time it 
was dangeroos fcr bottl ic bad, on accoont cf tbe 
Indians, atd I was passed Ly, without beiog nc- 
itced 1 . lTjey regarded uoe as a meie dtcoy to in- 
duce tbem to land, so that tbe Indians might mur- 
der tbe whole crew, acd plunder tbe boat. Im. 
wa* eo frequently doue then, that it was very tel- 
dom a boat ever'bsdwd afUr le*vi = gthe tV.Is tutil 
i- hid passfed iotr the Slitsiseippi. 

* Tbe text day I started for Vienna, llr break- 
fast that morting. as well as my tupper the night 
before, consisted cf a "possum" wbich Ihadciught. 
I cookod it without salt or reppir. I ate it with 
grett relish. It was much belt r than the polecat, 
and I have liked 'possum ever si r cs that time. 

1 started for Vienna, but baing c'oudy I got be- 
wildered ia tbe weds, and bavins- passed tbe ram« 
buffalo bed three diff root time-, I ct»r eluded to take 
out from the OWu river unt.l I came to the trace 
lead ng from the falls (Lcuievi! e} to Nashville, for 
I bad beard of such a place as Nashville but bad 
indefinite idaas as to where it was. 
The night after ! left the lellow Banks I stayed 



In the fists tf the north nranch of Paotter ce*k. 
I fjocd a hollow tree wi b barely encogh dry 
eronod In front of it for mo to bnHd a fire, t slept j 
inside of tbe trre atd my ire blazing io front of (he j 
openiog made it warm, ft was cold and raici n g ' 
out, so I erjayed a comfortable night's rest In tie 
hollow tree, aod left it reluc'antly n-sxt morefng.

I traveled on that day, endeavoring, as well as J 
I could without a compass, to keep a south course. I 
I travelod until late in tbe afternoon, and was be- I 
ginning to despair of seeing anything to bid me 1 
hope for the better, when suddenly I discovered j 
tracks of rattle in the woods. This comforted me 
with the hope that I should soon see human faces. I 
In a short time I heard a hell. I left the trace iu ! 
which I was then traveling and went to find the 
bell, thinking that the cattle might bo At home, 
but I was disAppointed; and I could not make thorn 
go in auy particular direction, so I left tbem and 
returned to the trace. I wandered on through the 
water, or flats, until nearly sundown. I was weary, 
hungry, wet, and cold; and, as I sat, resting on a 
log, I beheld tho sun sinking behind tbe wectern 
horizon in ell of its glorious splendor, and it oc- 
curred to me that probably I then saw "my last of 
suns go down on me." I determined, however, that 
I woutd endeavor to reach the "high ground," or at 
least find as dry a place as I could, to camp that 
night. I neglected that day my usual percaution 
of gathering small dry pieces uf wood, or punk, by 
which to light a fire at night, and I was fearful 
that I could not build a fire that evening. I strug- 
gled on through tho water until I reached the baok 
of Rough creek, which, by the moonlight, I could 
see was quite a good-sised stream. .Suddenly, to 
my unbounded joy, I beard tbe sound of an ax, as 
if some one was chopping wood on the other side 
of the creek, and, listening, I distinctly heard the 
children's voices at play in the town of Hartford. 
I had never heard of the place before. I halloed 
as loud AS I could, but could make no one hear 
me. I waited very impatiently until everything 
became quiet, and made another effort to make my- 
self heard. I succeeded, and some ono answered 
mo. It was a Mr. Rhoades who ferried me Across 
the creek in a large trough. 

I was as botpitality n ciived n I canld have ex- 
pected under the circomstaaces. My deMftu'e and 
ragged condition, my strange earh acd aapearanc*, 
and my almost incredible story m^de me, as I di«- 
crvered, ag obJ;ct cf suspicion'. There were At that 
li ne twenty seveo families livl:g iu U irtford, acd 
hey were extremelv cm-bm whom ttey admitted 
o'o thtir midit. This waa tf course a wise and 
0' eessarV precaution on account of the uofriendly 
ribeej of Indiana tSat iofes'cd tbe whole eurrouad- 
ioir couotry. 

I spoke bot little, however, of myself, hot always 
told the fame story when questioned bv any one. 
I speks frequertly, and deplored tho loss of my 
gun. 

I bad been at Mr. RSoad3S*s about a week, when 
his son asked ms to go Into the woods with him to 
bunt tbe horses, and I raad>lv agr**d to d » fo, ba*. 
asUtttl on bawfc g a gin. Ills mother forbide bim 
loaci g me the gon nod dirccvd him to take tb* 
goo away from me. I entreated her to let ma Lave 
t, ard was aboot Io surfscd^r i». when ter bu.- 
band, comtrgup, if terfered, ard tcld me to take 
tbe gun with ma. I mcfelv mention this fact as 
ooe of many Instances of tbe doubtful ard.-asp'- 
cioas relat'on that I bore to the of ths p'ace. 

Tbe youog man ard I went out Isto tbe woods. 
Tbe good dd Dutch Ld -, who bad ohj cted to my 
bavin? tbe gnn, was that day tbe victim cf serious 
alarms concrrsing tbe safety of ber soo, and was 
greatly reliaved io the evening when we re'uroed 
borne fl&fe and loaded with wt.d game. Iier eus- 
picioos against me were o-*trp'etfly dissipated neat 
morning when she discovered me'fsadiog a Du'ch 
aim inac, And said to n . "It it possible that > on 
can read D jtct/" 

I told her that my paref1t3 Were fruteh, and that 
I understood the language. This deter old lady 
afterwards treated me with marked kindness and 
respect, which amply repaid me for any injury I 
sustained from ber unjust suspicions. 

B.trnett's station was situated About two miles 
north of Hertford, and the people of both places 
were continually harassed by slight depredation* 
from the Indians. It had been rumored that the 
Indians meditated An Attack upon the station, and 
n April, 1790, tbey did assail Barnett's station and 
killed two children of John Anderson and wounded 
Mrs. Anderson severely. She would no doubt hAve 
been killed. A barge, powerful Indian had hold of 
her, and was attempting" td scalp her with a sword, 
when John Miller came to her feschs, and when 
within a few steps raisod bis rifle and snapped at 
the Indian, who dropped his sword and fled, bllt 
took with him the scaln of Mrs. Anderson. This 
lady afterward recovefeu, i*t»d lived ten or twelve 
years afterwards. The Indians 10 th'f fo+ay cap- 
tured and carried off with them Hannah fiaroeft; 
a daughter of Col. Joseph Barnett, then a lovely 
young girl about ten years of age. They conveyed 
her across the Ohio river iato IndiAnA territory. 
She was ransomed from the Indians by her brother- 
in-law Mr. Robert BAird, who bargained with a 
trader to have bar brought in to a post opposite 
Louisville, And she was a'cTTdi^glj 1 rescued in the 
month of October following. 

Ia Angnst of tbe same year, I bad tbo good for- 
tone to recover mv gun, wbich I did under tbe fol- 
lowin* c'tcumstarca?: A company of about fif'een 
perons, mvself among the cumber, had bsen raised 
in Hartford and Vienna to pur.'u» some I-dta"*. 
We traced item 10 "Jlob irteon's L : ck" (sicca 6*1*- 
ed Highland L ck), ar.d abandoned the pur uit. We 
ware about to ,r«'nrn, wbea I prevailed on two cf 
the company, Dudley Eldler acd Moses SaricgtoOj 
to accompany me to see if I coulil rot *bd it. We 
reached the river opposite and nesr to tbfi ."^ct where 
I bad lost it. Mi l*r ettxd guard wb.l-t SpricgfOn 
and I swam across tbe O b Ij a abort tims I 
fcocd thft place wbera I camped, a^d upon exami 
nation I was satisfi-d that ihe tree to which I had 
ied m v gun, was now dislaot about twenty or thirty 
yards from tbe water. Oa looking d >wo stream a 
short distance froth this tree. t *jprlogton raised tbe 
euD upbefcre bim aod cried * liire sbi is.'' It took a 
ereat d-al of ?c urirg ar;d cleaning to get the fust 
off, but that same o 5 d gun killed mmv a de*rafer 
ards Upon my return to Hartford. I exhibited 
my gun with more heartfelt saiirfaction than can 
well be imigin»d at I hi » day. Many persons alnnt 
Hirtferd cever bad b^lisved the account cf mv ad- 
ventures, as I bad de ai'ed lb#m, but whan I ap 
pjared wi h my gui, bead as it had b>en bv Soring 
tos, at fie vary spot I hsd so often described, acd 
bearing ev'tUnt marks of the trwth o r my assertion, 
I was atones tcqii'ted of all in (he micds 

cf :he most ircreduhnr; atd now for nows.tdi of 
lulf a century have I lived rear this same town of 
Hartf ni acd sr deavored io rhaiotA : n toe e^tne 
charse'er for truth And honesty, wbvcb tte Sppaar- 
acee of my cun, at that tims eoah'ed me to Attain.

matrsy and Faith were killed; the Ibiru BJafiio 
Vannada w.is tak'n printer. Taking their pr! 0- 
eer with them, they crossed the Onto river and 
travelled several days towards tbe Nottfe. They 
cime -.:;i n wbat the I -diaos considered ibe sure 
and trath3 of whi'o ram, acd in order not to be 
impeded by thMr prisoner, tbey utawsVfifjtf to leave 
bim. I have frequenily heard Vannada reiite this 
terrtbls adveo'ure. 

Tbe Indians determined to have bim, but a* the 
same time tofecore him so tt.a*. b* coo'd not escape 
before their re'uro. Tbey spreed d>wn a blanket 
a f ths fost of a trre, and mad* Vannada Mt down 
with his back to f.e tr«e. With a thong of raw 
hides they pinioned bis hard 1 behind him to the 
tree, acd aoolher th^y titd round his neck ae.d round 
the tree, wrapp'ng it acd twisting it securely both 
b f jre end bebir.d, fAHeofag his heAd luck ci 1 e to 
the tree, Also l isbing bis fret togatber, A-d in this 
eecure po*itlon they left hirn. Yuunada immedi- 
ately commacced his eff.rte to extricate hlmaelf. 
In the course of an hour ha Mt tbe knot which 
bound his bards bobind tbe tree to loosen He soon 
had bis ha', di loose. Drawing bis f-ret op. he untied 
the thong which bound tbem, but now his task 
seemed only begun. He could not reach round the 
tree to where the knot was, and it was so tied and 
twisted between bis ceck an3 ■ be tree that be could 
not sl'p it, end an he moved ronod himself, the 
kco*s would also move so as to be ex»c'ly on tb* 
other side of tbe tree from him ard always cut of 
bis react; nor could be «Mp bis bead through, and 
io no posetbls way cnu'd he gel lo nee bis teeth 
open it Vannid 1 Bstd to say that he felt bis teeth 
"on edge," so grest was bis desire to get a good 
gnAw At that rqpei he bad 00 knife to cat it with 
He then sicearely regretted that be had made any 
attempt to reccuc himself, believirg that when tbe 
Icdians returned end di. covered it tbey would mor- 
der him. 

In this dPemma it occarred to bim that his vest 
had metal buttons oo it. He polled one of tbem 
off, and with bis leeth broke it in two With tbe 
rough edge of this piece of button he encc*eded 
Bftauly in fretting, rather than cutting tbe cord, 
wbich booed bis mck. He AcaJly released himsnlf 
ard was once more free. Wut in such a conditior! 
H6 was in a wild wilder eis huodnds of miles 
from aoy human habiw 1 . that be knew of, with 
00 clothes save bi« pacts, vest, shirt, and mocca- 
sin*, nothing to e*f, co gun, no amniuni'i^o, ro 
knife, not even u flint to strike fire with. He bad 
bis choice between certain death when tbe Indians 
ralurced, and his Charcot for life in the wilderness. 
He chose the latter alternative, acd s'arfed with 
tbe d<t*rt?ttaation to r*aeb his frieDda at Hart'ord 
or die on the way. human being ever soffsred 
more than did V-*onada before he reached Hartford, 
which be did on the eveDioe of tbe ninth day after 
his escape. During this time he subsisted eotirelv 
upon berries, rode, ruts, worms, sua!!*, And such 
thi gs as be c u!d fud in tba woods. For tbe last 
day or two be several liines despiired of ever 
'eacbiog bis it. v . snd two or thre* times 
laid himself down to die. He was almost fanisB- 
ed, aod his intimate friartdi resreely recogcized 
bim. He said that he wnnld strp to rest, or rather 
forced by tbe gnawing of bit rave^cus appetite, 
woo d atop to look at a sqti rrel or a deer ard im- 
aeioe io what way it was hist to c wk tbe"i, and 
tbirk of timaa past when he had more thm he 
cculi eat. He sp*»rt whoI«s days in p'cturinc to 
him-elf visions of fiae dinoers, nice dd cacies, 
to eat. He could th:rk of rotting el**, and when 
on the ninth day be staggered in atHirtford, he 
first, a«ked for som<*ttirg to eat. He was treated 
very kindly by tbe people there, and b's appetite 
was relieved by sinill at.d rcpeatf.d supplies of soup 
acd gruel at first, and afterwards by meat and 
bread. It was more than a week before be was al- 
lowed to pursue bis journey toward* home, wb* re- 
be found bis distressed fomilv a*;d frisods moorn- 
iug bis lois, as they had beatd of hi* cap'u-e and of 
tbe dealh of bis companioni, and tbey bad giveo 
up all bop*s of ever seeing him aga'n. Vanosdi, 
bowsver, lived many years aftarward. aod was an 
intimate acqaair.tance acd Mend of mine.

We put this statement on record, cot in the light 
of a prophecy — for we are neither a prophet nor the 
ten of tno — but as the matured decision of the Con- 
gretsioral leaders of the Democratic party in coun- 
cil assembled, and the developments will Bustain it 
as surely as the Charleston Convention will meet 
unless, 'indeed, something entirely unforseen ard 
unanticipated should occur to change the pro- 
gramme, of which there is little danger in the sbcrt 
space of time to Intervene. 

There is only one thing, as we regard the subject, 
which gives plausibility to this conjactnrs, so far 
as Mr. Brsckenridge is concerned; and that i* Penn- 
sylvania's recent ieraonetration in favor of the 
Vice-President.

The complexion of the 
Charlestonjdelegation of the State has been ever since 
the llarrhburg Convention adjourned the sut ject of 
60'llesn dispute and speculation, in which the 
members of the Convention, and even some ef tbe 
delegat.es themselves, have participated with a* 
much earnestneis and as little success as anybody 
else. Tbe wbMe thing, in short, is enveloped in 
doubt, which, perhaps, nothicg but tbe event will 
dispel. Meanwhile, we cin't help thinking, that, 
If it were not for the prestige of Mr. Breckinridge's 
extraordinary luck, his chances for tbe Charleston 
nomination would not just now bo generally con 
sidered at ell formidable. 

As for Seymour, we have repeatedly oxpressed 
the opinion that he would probably be the Charles- 
tod nominee fer the Vice Presidency, if the nomi- 
nee for the Presidency should be a Southern man. 
We think so yet. And in everything pertaining to 
moral and intellectual fitness he would be a capital 
man for the place. Indeed, he is fitter for the first 
place than most others whose names are associated 
with it. We deem Horatio Seymour one of the very 
ablest and most brilliant Democrats in the North 
or in the country. 

The French Spoliation Claris.— The question 
of the e claims, madi sacred by time and want of 
•ncceaa, is again up in Congress, with, we rejoice 
to see, a somewhat fairer prospect than usual of a 
favorable determination. Tbe Washington corres- 
pondent of the New York Commercial Advertiser 
says: 

Tbe French spoliation claims have, for the thirtr- 
sixtL time, been eximined by a committee of Con- 
gress, and Governor Cot win, as chairman of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs, has been di- 
rected to report a bill to provide for their ascertain 
men:, and for the pro-rata payment of them, to tbe 
amouot of live millions of dollars. 

The bill provides for tbe establishment of a Board 
of three Commissioners, with a clerk, a messenger, 
and an attorney to defend tbe United States against 
fraud. The five millions to be paid, pro rata, on 
their award*, is to bs in Ave per cent, stock. 

Of tbe thirty'-six favorable reports on the pay- 
ment of the^e cliims, twenty-two have been made 
in the Sen ale, including able arguments by Liv- 
ingston, Crittenden, Cnoate, and Everett. Various 
bills providiog for tbe piym-nt have been passed 
in the Seoate eight mm: • Twice they have also 
been passed by the House of Reorssectalivei, and 
vetoed by President Po'k and by President Pierc*. 

It It generally believed that xY.m bill iotrcduced 
by Gov. Corwin will be pasted by the Senate and 
th* House, and tho^e interested are cotlitieot that 
Mr Buchanan will sign it. 

We trust this belief is well founded. The mea- 
sure, we have always been y. r u tded, is one of 
nrquestionable justice, and, if so, its fresh miscar- 
riage would be a fresh scandal to the naticn. We 
hope it is not doomed to a fresh miscarriage. To be 
sure, the Naticn.il TiawiHj l| not very flush at 
presen', tkar.ks to Democr<<t : c economy, but that 
is neither here BOf tbere; a great na'.ion c-in afford 
anything better than the bebitual ceglict of its 
obligations to its d > «.rs.

Court Hocbk Commissioners —We publish this 
morning a bill creating tbe Board of Commission- 
ers of the Louiiville Court House, to consist of tha 
Mayor of the city, the Jailor of J-.ffersoa county, 
the County J udge, and other officers who keep their 
offices therein. Thsy are to elect a secretary, jani- 
tor, and other necessary attecdantj, keep the 
building properly warmed, cleaned, and lighted, 
and apportion the expanse thereof one-tfaird to the 
State, one-third to the city, elsven per cent, to 
Jefferson county, five per cent, each to the clerks of 
the Chancery, Circuit, and County Courts, four per 
cent, to tbe Commissioner of the Chancery Court 
two per cent, to the Marabal of the same court and 
two per cent, to ths Sheriff. The Jasitor has all 
the powers of a policeman delegated to bim. This 
is a very important bill, and we now hope onr City 
Council will make a literal appropriation towards 
tbe decoration of the grounds and ecclosing them 
with a neat iron railing. The Court House, with 
oat any great outlay, can be made an ornament to 
our city, and, while we have so miny beaatiful 
private reeidsnces, it is remarkable that so little 
taste has been displayed ia the decoration of our 
public places. In an architectural point of view 
the Court ileu>e is worthy of all praise; the colon 
nade aod portico, and the entablature, are in 
exquisite taste, and we trust eoon to see them 
snrroncded by an elegant grove, with seats, fouc 
talcs, and other attractive decorations.

publish* d voflterdiT contains a manife t verbal 
error, »bicr\ however, we trust will lead lo no d 111 
culry as tbe true ictent of the act is explained by 
the proviso. Tfce section, aa attested by the S.cre- 
tiry of State, reads: 

That at iho next general election for the city 
officers under the charter of the city of Louisville, 
and annually thereafter, there shall be elected by 
the qualified voters in each ward of paid city two 
qualified person* aa Trustees of the male high school, 
female high school, and the public school* of the city 
of l.oui-ville, who shall hold office for two years, and 
he persons so elected shall constitute and be styled 
''the -Hoard of Trustees of the Male High School, Fe- 
in l)o High Sih>ol, and the Public Schools of the 
city of LoaiaviUs"; provided, however, that the 
Trustees now in office shnll retain tbeir nflicei un- 
til the expiration of their respective terms, so that 
tho term of office of one Trustee from each ward in 
said city will expire each year. 

Wote this to be literally complied witb, each 
wird would have to elect tiro Trustees, when tbe 
bill as origioally drafted proposed but one annually, 
bo that tbe terms of tfce proviso might be carried 
oat, acd the Urea of cfiicd of one Trustee from each 
Wdrd expire each year.

How- 
ever, the moroiog train, brought in fair loads of 
passengers, and by ten o'clock there was a steady 
stream of people pouring towards the grand rally- 
ing point of the diy, tbe Common. 

Here, tbe fair striker., nothing daunted by the 
etorm which b.at upon their beads and threatened 
swift destruction to their bonnet., were arranged 
by ward \ each ward having one or more banner. 
Inscribed with mottoes suitable to tbe occasion 
Ward one bad for i's motto, "American ladies will 
no' be slaves. Give c« a fair ccmp?n.atioo and we 
will work faithfully." Waid two, "Sincere acd 
ooi4taat. The laborer Is worthy of bis hire;" 
"Right will triumph. May we never want cour- 
age. ' Ward three, "Be sure you're right, then 
go aheal." Next came a copy cf Mr. Joslyn's 
nswspaper, tbe Biy Sta'e, on a .'acdard, acd 
adorned with ribhons. The yomg hdy who car- 
ried this said eh) went to the office on purpose to 
get tbe paper In tbe mcrrirg. 

Ward Pour displayed a picture of a sewing ma- 
chine, with the inscription, "If our cause is not 
just now, when will it be?" "Weak in physical 
strength, but -trong in moral courage, we dare to 
battle for the right, shoulder to shoulder, with onr 
fathers, husbands, and brothers"; "May revoln 
tions never cense while tyranny exists." Ward 
Pivo had: "We throw off oppression; we strike for 
onr rights"; "He tbat oppressetb tbe poorreproa h- 
«th his neighbor." The mottoes, "Industry is a 
virtu* and honorable in all," and "Our union is 
complete, our success certain," followed. All tho 
ladies sported bows of white or pink on the right 
shoulder, and kept up a constant laughing and 
talking in the ranks, quite at variance with tbe 
popular notion of military decorum. 

One of them, a. she stood there on the wet grass, 
with the snow beating down upon her, said it wasn't 
half so hard as working for low prices. 

Some of the girls were very good looking. There 
were children and old people present. 

Tbe raon strikers also were arranged by wards 
on another part of the field. Ward One had the 
motto: "Let tyrant, tremble when the people rise"; 
Ward Two, "We march to conquer"; Ward Three,

In the coorse of two hours ard a half thev 
returned i> the Common, wnete the o>it-.if-'own 
delegations were dismissed, snd tre ladle, wai'ed 
very quietly in tbe atreet for half an hour, ao- 
paren'ly, for some preparation, a* Lyceum Hall. 
At thin time tha remark, "Oh, dea>! I'm so bnr- 
gry," was frequentlv heard from the rark". A'ter 
a whil- ,oy pajeed through doubls lires of soldiers
